and the following, dealing with Surtees' story, "Young Tom 


Hall's Heartaches and Horses," which was published 
anonymously in "The New Monthly Magazine" and was not 
reprinted till 1926, showing that the manuscript was 
offered to Punch, and courteously declined by Mark Lemon 
as “our space would be an unsurmountable difficulty to 

a continuous story." He suggests that it should be 
remodelled into diary form, but apparently negotiations 
fell through, for a few weexs later the story was offered 
to and accepted by Harrison Ainsworth, who printed the 
first portion of it in his magazine, October, 1851. 

The following January, Ainsworth asks Surtees to “wind up 
the tale as soon as you conveniently can," and in November, 
1852, begins to show his impatience. Relations grew 
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strained and the last letter from Surtees (5 January, 
1853), acknowledges a "cheque for the JanyY- portion of 
"Hall' which it is not my intention to continue," 

to which Ainsworth replied the following day, "I do not 
think this fair to the Magazine or to me. But I have 


no Wish that the Tale should be continued." 
“In closing our correspondence I must remark that 


the courtesy and consideration with which you have always 
been treated by me during your somewhat lengthened 
Connection with the New Monthly, Ought, in my opinion, 

to have rendered your present communication, and that 
Which preceded it, less abrupt." Ete.
